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School Committee 
Nixes Change In 
“Speak Policy”

At the September Jlth meeting of the Agawam 
School Committee, members voted 3 - 2 to retain their 
present policy for public participation at their meetings. 

In the absence of Mrs. Roberta Doering and Thomas 
Ennis, those voting in favor of retaining the policy were 
members Richard Borgatti, Jessie Fuller, and Venetta 
Snyder. Those favoring change were Walter Balboni 
and Rosemary Sandlin. 

This controversial issue involved lengthy discussion 
triggered by a letter sent to the committee by former 
candidate for Town Council Dominic Candido. Can- 
dido scored the SchooljCommittee for what he terms 
their cumbersome procedure required for townspeople 
to be allowed on their agenda. 

This present policy calls for a written request at-least 
five days in advance of the meeting be submitted to the 
Superintendent of Schools stating the topic to be 
discussed. The individual is then allotted five minutes to 
make his presentation and all answers from the commit¬ 
tee are deferred pending consideration.' 

Suggested Change In Policy 

In his letter. Candido suggested a change in policy to 
one along the lines of that followed by the Town Coun¬ 
cil. This procedure involves a simple oral request to the 
Town Clerk be made 24 hours prior to the meeting. It 
permits any resident of town a five-minute time period 
in which to address the council on any municipal mat¬ 
ter, with the time period extended at the discretion of 
the councilors. 

School Committee member Rosemary Sandlin sug¬ 
gested that this type of policy could be easily im¬ 
plemented with the definite provision for at least 24 
hours notice. She* received support from Walter 
Balboni, who also indicated that the time allowed each 
speaker be kept to five minutes as is the present policy. 

Superintendent of Schools Louis Hebert pointed out 
to the committee that such a policy would be possible 
only if citizens were allowed to address the committee 
with no immediate response expected in return. 

Suggested Change Opposed 

Venetta Snyder opposed the suggested policy, remin¬ 
ding her colleagues that a similar proposal had previous¬ 
ly been made and rejected due to the amount of time 
such a plan could add to some already lengthy meetings. 

Mrs. Snyder also objected to placing the proposed 
“speak time’’ first on the agenda. “The public doesn’t 
become aware-of whai we do until after our meetings 
and therefore allowing citizens to speak at the beginning 
of our meetings means they’ll only be able to discuss 
items after-the-fact,” Mrs. Snyder stated. “This does 
not seem to allow for the best use of time since we will 
have already acted on what citizens can discuss.” 

School Committee Chairperson Jessie Fuller also op¬ 
posed the suggested change stating that the School 
Committee should not be "put on the same level with 
the Town Council” since the committee’s main pro¬ 
cedure in handling requests from citizens is to pass them 
along to the Superintendent of Schools, a procedure 
which differs from methods ofthe council. 

Borgatti indicated his opinion that the present policy 
is “fair.” Declaring that he could see no advantages in 
changing this policy, he made the motion to retain it. 
Mrs. Snyder seconded that motion and a 3-2 vote passed 
it. 

When apprised of the committee’s decision, Candido 
reacted by saying he was “appalled at the committee’s 
continuedjnscnsitivity to the citizens of this town who 
put them in office.”

Sisitsky Cruises To Fifth Term 


Incumbent State Senator Alan Sisitsky cruised to his 
fifth consecutive term representing the Second Hamp¬ 
den and Hampshire District in defeating Agawam’s An¬ 
thony C. Bonavita in Tuesday’s primary. 

Voters Stay Home 

The liberal Sisitsky with near-complete returns tallied 
at press time totaled some 7,141 votes compared to 
Bonavita’s 2,878. Sisitsky took approximately 70 per¬ 
cent of-the total vote and also defeated Bonavita in 
Agawam, 1,091 to 747 during a day when just over 10 
percent of the town’s eligible voters (2,091) took to the 
six polling sites. 

In decisively beating back Bonavita’s challenge. Sisit¬ 
sky told The Advertiser/News that he was “extremely 
gratified” at his overall victory. He also praised the 
voters here for their support, which he admitted was 
surprising. 

Says Sisitsky who captured all six precincts, “I want 
to thank the citizens of Agawam for their continued 
support.” Sisitsky’s Agawam campaign was his most 
vigorous in memory. 

Bonavita, 27, was gracious in defeat. Late Tuesday he 
appeared at Sisitsky’s campaign headquarters to con¬ 
gratulate the incumbent for the decisive victory. 

Bonavita, the town prosecutor, says he was satisfied 
with the operation of his campaign but added that in 
order to unseat Sisitsky. a bigger voter turnout would 
have been necessary. 

According to Bonavita, he lacked sufficient funHc « • 
effectively “get my message across” to the voters in the 
district. He says that in order to win, his campaign cof¬ 
fers would have needed between $50 v 000-60,000. 

Roth men left their options open for 1982. Sisitsky 
says.he “is thinking about his future,” while Bonavita 
admitted that another run for the State Senate seat may 
be on tap. 

“I think that I do have a political future. I may con¬ 
sider an elected office in town. Right now, I don t 
know.” 

Conservative Platform 

In attempting to uproot Sisitsky, Bonavita ran on a 
conservative platform, banking that voters would take 
issue w ith Sisitsky’s liberal record. Bonavita continually 
scored the incumbent on his auto insurance bill, which 
Bonavita savs is subsidizing the Eastern Massachusetts 


The young attorney commented that public financing 
of elections may be the answer to insure that 
incumbent’s do not possess an unfair advantage over 
challengers. 

Bonavita also remarked that his chances of upsetting 
Sisitsky were dramtically reduced when voters in the 
district decided to remain at home. “My chances hinged 
on a big turnout and we just didn't get it.” he explained. 

Here is a breakdown of Sisitsky’s precinct wide vic¬ 
tory: Precinct 1, 177 158; Precinct 2, 191-130; Precinct 
3, 187-134; Precinct 4, 143-108; Precinct 5. 220-136; 
Precinct 6, 122-81.

Let Foes Be Heard 


A spokesman for the utility company said that the 
typical residential gas heating customer will be refunded 
approximately $5.85 during the year in addition to the 
$15.00 associated with the initial announcement. 
Refunds to non-heating customers will be approximate¬ 
ly $1.40 besides the $3.50 listed in the first announce¬ 
ment. The spokesman noted that the refund will help to 
offset any future pipeline rate increases in the cost ot 
gas over the next ten months. 

The refund was made possible as a result ot the suc¬ 
cessful challenge by Bay State and other natural gas 
distributors of rate increases charged in recent years by 
Algonquin Gas Transmission Company, one of the two 
suppliers of natural gas to the region. Bay State Gas 
utilizes gas from this supplier as well as Tennessee Gas 
Pipeline Company and the current refund will allect 
customers in each division. 

When natural gas pipeline suppliers seek rate hikes 
from the FERC, the Commission puts then into effect 
before ruling on them. Later, the gas supplier must re¬ 
fund to gas companies such as Bay State any part ot the 
increase which is not approved. Th6 local gas companies 
then pass the refund along to the customer. 

The refunds are being distributed as an additional 
credit reduction on monthly gas bills to all Bay State gas 
customers in the Massachusetts communities served by 
the company. 

Bay State Gas, New England’s second largest gas 
company, serves approximately 190,000 customers in 56 
Massachusetts communities.

Breathalyzer Statute 
In Force Once Again 


Massachusetts Registrar of Motor Vehicles Richard 
E. McLaughlin has announced that the Massachusetts 
“implied consent” or “breathalyzer” statue is once 
again valid and in full force. The enforcement of the 
statute follows a federal district court decision rendered 
in August. 

Under the statute, police arresting a motor vehicle 
operator upon probable cause for operating under the 
influence of intoxicating liquor shall offer the arrested 
driver a breath analysis test and shall inform the driver 
that his refusal of the test will result automatically in a 
90-day suspension of his license. 

On refusal by an arrested driver to take the test, 
police must execute an appropriate affidavit attesting to 
the driver’s refusal and must forward such intormation 
promptly to the Registrar of Motor Vehicles. 

The Registrar, in turn, rhust then inform the operator 
of the suspension of his license and ot his right an im¬ 
mediate hearing oportunity to challenge the sanction.

these materials deal with those problems that most 
specifically apply to working women. For example, ac¬ 
cording to a document presented at a United Nations 

Conference on Women, “Females account for half the _ 

world’s population, but put in two-thirds of the world’s ternationa!) announces that review course 
working hours; they receive only one-tenth of world in¬ 
come, and own only one-hundredth of its property. 

Many other U.N. reports maintain that the economic 
crises of the 1970’s have settled on women’s shoulders.’’ 

(Sunday Republican, July 13, 1980) Based on such 
reports it is apparent that women have an especially rug¬ 
ged fight on their hands to win a good job. 

Although these widely quoted facts and statistics are 
discouraging to working women and those considering 
re-entering the market, some recent developments show 
great promise for the future. There are many agencies, 
programs, and sources of information today to assist 
women in their struggle for equality in the working 
world. The Equal Employment Opportunity Commis¬ 
sion has been investigating regulations prohibing sexual 
harassment of workers by their supervisors and the job 
segregation and wage discrimination problems that 
cause women’s pay to be much less than men’ 7 . An at¬ 
tempt is being made to establish objective standards to 
determine equal pay for equal work in order to uphold 
the Federal Equal Pay Act of 1963. 

There are many sources of information to help 
women cope with these difficult problems. The 
Agawam Public Library now carries several books and 
many other materials that deal with employment and 
careers for men and women. Among these excellent new 
books are Suzanne Landau’s The Landau Strategy: 

How Women Win Top Jobs, which analyzes techniques 
women must adopt when confronting the job hunt. 

Another timely book is Re-entering: successful Back- 
To- Work Strategies For Women Seeking A Fresh Start 
by Eleanor Berman. This book is specifically directed to 
women who have been or is still raising a family and 
needs help in evaluating their rich and varied 
backgrounds and using them to open exciting oppor¬ 
tunities in a variety of fields. 

A similar approach for homemakers re-entering the 
labor force may be found in Lucia Mouat’s Back To 
Business: A Woman’s Guide To Re-entering The Job 
Market. This volume gives advice on self-assessment, 
job prospects, and approaches to employment. 

A highly recommended book that covers resumes and 
interviews in depth is Marketing Yourself: The Catalyst 
Women ’s Guide To Successful Resumes and Interviews. 

Catalyst is a national, non-profit organization that 
works to expand career opportunities for women. 

Other books include Women’s Networks: The Com¬ 
plete Guide To Getting a Better Job, Advancing Your 
Career and Feeling Great As A Woman Through Net¬ 
working by Carol Kleiman and one entitled Having It 
Alt: A Practical Guide To Overcoming The Career 
Woman’s Blues by Joyce Gabriel,whjch helps you keep

There is a new class of women emerging and growing 
more every year in America. These women are displaced 
homemakers who are divorced of widowed after years 
of being supported by their husbands. 

According to a recent article. Work Begins At 35, in- 
The New York Times Magazine of July 6, 1980, one of 
every three women married now will eventually divorce 
-and only 14% of these women are granted alimony. 
Moreover, women outlive men by approximately 8 to 10 
years; therefore, almost all married women eventually 
become widows. The United States Department of 
Labor Women’s Bureau estimated in 1979 that there are 
at least 4 million displaced homemakers in America, 
and most do not qualify for CETA, welfare or 
unemployment. 

©f course, there are other reasons why women work: 
self-fulfillment, to maintain the family’s standard of liv¬ 
ing, to help finance their children’s education, to avoid 
the empty-nest syndrome, and “just to eat.” The above 
named article discusses several women who have suc¬ 
cessfully made the difficult transition from the home to 
the labor force. 

In response to demands by local women for career in¬ 
formation and guides, the Agawam Public Library has 
many excellent materials available to assist the many 
women attempting to re-enter the work field. Many of

It is the rare woman who isn’t occasionally nostalgic 
for the elegant fashions of bygone eras. 

Most of us have fond memories of dressing up in 
Mom’s clothes and being transformed into princesses, 
famous actresses and all the other fascinating creatures 
that populate little girl’s imaginations. 

Certainly our fixation with glamour and style doesn’t 
end when we become adults. Sunday at Symphony Hall 
in Springfield, area residents will be offered a unique 
opportunity. SENSATIONS, a look at the imagination, 
spirit pnd romantic elegance of vintage couture, the 
private collection of Phillis Lincoln, will be displayed 
free of charge from 2:00 - 5:00 p.m. 

Ms Lincoln refers to the event as a living exhibit. Only 
the most fragile of her display will be on mannequins. 
The majority of the clothes will be worn by live models, 
as indeed they were intended to be. 

Eight or nine small vignettes will be set up within the 
hall. According to Ms Lincoln, famous personalities 
whose sense of style and passion for life are so much a 
part of the creative element behind this wearable art 
form will be mentioned in each vignette. 

The belief that women are more interested in who 
wore the dress and what they did than the technicalities 
of the design is an integral part of Ms Lincoln’s 
philosophy. Her focus is on the eclectic women who 
made fashion. 

Ms Lincoln explained that it was not until 1935 that 
designers (and Hollywood) began to dominate the fa- 
sion scene. Not that earlier designers were totally 
without influence. It was the innovative Paul Poiret 
who liberated women from corsets in the early l900’s. 

While current designers create for a mass market, the 
great couturiers of the past embellished one particular 
women’s character and look. Designer and client work¬ 
ed hand-and-hand. As Diana Vreeland phrased it, “The 
clothes relied on the motion of living women to breathe 
;a shape, a movement and a sexuality into an otherwise 
.sterile form.” 

Though Phillis Lincoln is directing SENSATIONS, it 
is really a collaborative effort with volunteers from 
several individuals and community groups. Agawam’s 
own Irene Scanlon has put in countless hours of delicate 
restoration work.

How Does "no fault" divorce work in Massachusetts? 

In 1975 the Massachusetts Legislature amended the 
divorce statute by adding irretrievable breakdown as a 
reason for dissolving a marriage. Irretrievable 
breakdown was not defined anywherre in the statute; it 
simply means that the marriage is no longer a viable 
marriage. ' 

Divorce for irretrievable breakdown can be initiated 
by one spouse alone or by both spouses. The procedure 
takes less time if both spouses file. 

Divorce for irretrievable breakdown is referred to as 
“no fault” divorce because, if a divorce is sought for 
any other reason, then grounds or fault must be proved 
by the party seeking the divorce. In other words, one 
marriage partner ends up being a “bad person.” Ir¬ 
retrievable breakdown eliminates the need for proving 
grounds for divorce such as adultery or cruel and 
abusive'treatment; all that the party or parties must 
show is that the marriage is no longer a viable marriage. 

Judges and lawyers welcomed irretrievable 
breakdown as a means of ending an unhappy marriage 
because in some situations parties who wanted a

Traditionally, six local churches have taken advan¬ 
tage of their proximity to the Big E by setting up perma¬ 
nent food concessions and with the help of their active 


As surely as September brings the opening of school 
and the hint of colder weather, it brings with it the 
Eastern States Exposition. And though technically it 
takes place across the river, outside of Agawam, the ef¬ 
fects of “New England’s Great State Fair” can be felt 
for miles around. And fortunately, the effects are not 
all bad. 

True, shoppers and commuters may have some heavy 
traffic to deal with. Residents may have some noise and 
inconvenience to put up with. And some local 
businesses may experience a temporary slack in com¬ 
merce. But, having the Big E next to us has proven to be 
an asset as well as a nuisance. 

Not only does the Exposition provide us with enter¬ 
tainment and recreation, but it offers many, varied 
educational resources to us and our children. Some of 
our local elementary schools took advantage of this op¬ 
portunity and many Agawam children able to tour the 
New England State Buildings, some concentrating on 
one state and learning all they could about the state’s 
resources, people and products. Some classes observed 
baby chicks being hatched and were able to feet what a 
new-born chick was like. Some students took part in 
old-fashioned children’s games, perhaps realizing how 
little the children of the past differ from themselves. In 
addition to being “fun,” it was clearly a multi-sensory 
extension of the classroom experience. 

The 12-day event offers many a chance for varied 
temporary employment. No matter what his/her 
background is, almost anyone who really wants a job 
can find something thaL appeals to him/her at the fair. 
Some Agawam residents sold their own wares within the 
Better Living Center. 

Mrs. Edward T. Mish of Mish Silversmiths, 214 Spr¬ 
ingfield Street, was. there, beautifully displaying her 
“original formula” silver polishes and tile cleaners. Ac¬ 
cording to the Mish family, the Big E offers “an ex¬ 
cellent opportunity to explain our products more fully 
and answer questions regarding their use.” They must 
know. They’ve been at the Expo each September for. 
more than twenty years. 

Also found in the Better Living Center is a display of 
products offered by the Kitchen House at Rocky’s 
which is owned and operated by long-time Agawam 
resident Stephen Cincotta. This display is also an an¬ 
nual feature of the fair. 

Some Agawam people sold their products in conjunc¬ 
tion with others at the fair. Mr. Clyde Light of Feeding 
Hills, for example, is an active member of the Mass. 
Federation of Beekeepers and his wife is secretary- 
treasurer. They worked with many other beekeepers 
from Hampden County to demonstrate' the art of 
beekeeping and sold their farm’s honey as well. 

Agawam craftspeople who displayed their handiwork 
•at the Exposition benefited from the wide exposure and 
stiff competition. Numerous Agawam people were win¬ 
ners in the summer Craft Adventure contest and ex¬ 
hibited their beautiful items on the walls of the New 
England Center Building. Feeding Hills Grange 
members joined forces with others from granges in all 
six New England states to make, donate, and sell their

members, are able to raise a large percentage of their 
mortgage revenue.

The demand for their five, reasonably-priced, com¬ 
plete hot dinners has increased to the point, in fact, that 
it has become necessary to acquire the assistance of four 
other area churches in order to keep up. Florence Blish, 
volunteer cashier, indicated that last year a total of 
17,000 dinners were served during the 12-day fair. As 
for this year, last Saturday, they brokc8their previous 
record, selling 1,831 meals in one day! Eight meals more 
than the record. 

Co-chairmen Perry A. McCobb and Bertram R. 
Goodwin have worked hard to coordinate this large 
undertaking. Approximately 32 workers are needed for 
each of two shifts and they come from the Feeding Hills 
Congregational, Agawam Congregational, Mittineague 
Congo, Suffield Congo, and Enfield Congo churches. 

The Agawam L.ions Club, operating around the cor¬ 
ner from the Avenue of the States (on West Road) in the 
Nick Zucco Memorial Building, also offers balanced 
meals at a reasonable cost. Walking by the front win¬ 
dow, fairgoers can watch the Lions Club members 
regularly turn approximately 25 chicken halves at a time 
until all 150 of them are rotated. Then each is sprayed 
with a “secret barbeque sauce the ingredients of which 
are known to only two people.” If this doesn’t stimulate 
your appetite, nothing will. Rounding out the meal are 
a fresh green salad, french fries, roll ’n butter, and 
beverage. Children’s portions arc served at reduced 
cost. 

After nineteen years, this project has become a very 
profitable fundraiser for the Lions Club. All proceeds 
from this 100% involvement project go toward research 
to prevent eye problems, says volunteer worker Jim 
Topier of Valentine Street. 

The Eastern States Exposition gives many non-profit 
organizations the opportunity to explain their programs 
and demonstrate some of their wholesome activities. In 
the New England Center Building, for example, 4-H 
Club members demonstrated their skill at gymnastics, 
Girl Scouts displayed and made crafts for the public, 
and the Agawam Sea Explorers, sponsored by the 
Agawam Lions Club, explained their program and in¬ 
vited young men and women to join their relatively new 
organization. _

School Board OK’s Reorganization

At the September 11th meeting of the Agawam 
School Committee, a formal reorganization of official 
duties assigned to the office of the Assistant Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools was adopted on a 4-1 vote. 

With members Roberta Doering and Thomas Ennis 
absent. Venetta Snyder cast the lone dissenting vote. 

A new job description for the assistant superintendent 
was detailed and reflects an extension beyond his merely 
“assisting” the superintendent. 

Pointing out that sound administrative policy calls 
for handling matters at the lowest possible level on the 
administrative ladder. Superintendent of Schools L.ouis 
Hebert told the committee that the new plan gives the 
assistant superintendent formal responsibility in certain 
areas with no need to involve the superintendent unless 
absolutely necessary. 

“This proposed reorganization will show our con¬ 
fidence in the considerable talents of our Assistant 
Superintendent and will allow him to use these talents in 
a manner that can be better acknowledged,” explained 
Hebert to committee members. 

According to James Bruno, Agawam’s present assis¬ 
tant superintendent, he has already been handling most 
of the areas of responsibility on an informal basis over a 
period of months. 

“During my various tenures acting as superintendent 
and over the past six or seven months working with Mr. 
Hebert, I have had much experience in actually perfor¬ 
ming these duties,” pointed out Bruno. “Of course, 
now I’ll be handling them in a much more formal way 
and look forward to that new challenge.” 

The one area of responsibility shifted to the assistant 
superintendent that aroused some opposition was that 
of Staff Services. This division includes granting of sick 
leave and personal or professional days, maintaining 
personnel files, and approving graduate work for move¬ 
ment on the salary scale. 

Committee member Venetta Snyder expressed her 
conviction that this responsibility should remain with 
the office of the Superintendent. Hebert pointed out 
that the hiring of new staff members was not included 
under the transfer of responsibilities, but Mrs. Snyder 
still felt the entire supervision of staff services should re¬ 
main with the superintendent. 

AHS Band Parents 
Elect Officers 

Officers for the coming year were recently elected by 
parents of students in the Agawam High School Band 
and Color Guard. These new offTccrs include Edward 
LaCour, president; Joseph Tortoriello, vice-president; 
Gerry Fogg, secretary; and Eva Nasccmbeni, treasurer. 

A set of by-laws for parents group operation was also 
voted upon at the first meeting of the year. The 
organization procedures were set up *n a more detailed 
fashion than in previous years. 

The meeting was well attended with about fifty 
parents present. After a lengthy discussion period, those 
in attendance decided fundraising problems would be 
too numerous to attempt to send the band to the World 
Music Conference in Atlanta this coming December. 
Plans were started for an alternative festival to be at¬ 
tended in the spring. J . . 

Among early projects to be held for fundraising pur¬ 
poses will be the annual candy sale, set to begin the last 
week of September. A paper drive will also be held dur¬ 
ing the fall with a date still to be announced. Parents 
and band members are now parking cars at the SIS bank 
on Springfield Street during Sundays throughout the 
Eastern States Exposition.

Other areas involved in the formal shift are Pupil Ser¬ 
vices, Federal Grants, Supervision of Consultant Ser¬ 
vices, Development of Professional Staff, Supervision 
of Adult and Summer Programs, and Evaluation of the 
System’s Program for Student Testing. The directors of 
the various system-wide departments such as music or 
special education also report to Bruno along with unat¬ 
tached specialists and the attendance officer. 

Bifi E Field Trip Policy Reviewed 

A request to review the school system’s policy regar¬ 
ding attendance of school children at the Eastern States 
Exposition was made by Mrs. Fuller. She expressed par¬ 
ticular concern with the trip undertaken last week by a 
majority of the students at Danahy School. 

Assistant Superintendent Bruno detailed the educa¬ 
tional benefits of the fair that have served as the basis 
for approval of these trips in the past. 

“Every year we get literature from the Big E outlining 
educational events,” explained Bruno. “The kids are 
admitted free, and those schools within walking 
distance take their students at no cost to the town for 
transportation. Parent-escorts supplement teacher 
supervision, and police crossing aid is arranged along 
the walk route.” 

Some reservations about setting a precedent by 
dismissing a majority of the students for most of the 
school day were expressed by both Mrs. Fuller and Mrs. 
Snyder. Bruno noted that this year’s trip by Danahy 
students was a controlled and educational experience. 

“With only 140 or so students in the entire school, we 
felt it would be better to allow them all to go on the 
same day rather than interrupt scheduling for two 
days,” he stated. 

Only one specialist’s schedule was disrupted this year 
on the day in question. 

Bruno concluded his review by indicating that all 
schools in town have the option of submitting a request 
to attend the fair. He went on to explain, though, that 
most choose not to use up their field trip transportation 
allowance in this manner, whereas Danahy students 
walked and did not engender any bus-expenses.

With an opening date against Cathedral still more 
than one week away, the Agawam football Brownies are 
continuing their pre-season paces while most teams in 
the Western Mass, area have either begun the regular 
season or will do so this weekend. 

How Coach Jack Michalak can maintain a level ot in¬ 
tensity and interest seems to be the appropriate ques¬ 
tion. 

Offered Michalak on the subject, “There is no ques¬ 
tion the kids are going somewhat stir crazy. Who 
wouldn’t when you don’t play your first game until the 
end of September. But we’re still working on the areas 
that need plenty of work and as 1 said last week, this ex¬ 
tra time could be extremely important. 

Extra time or not, Michalak admits the current 53 
member squad has its share of shortcomings and ulcer 
creating problems. 

Just three returning starters line Agawam’s 1980 
pockets and that’s slim pickings. Nonetheless, the third 
year field director is encouraged by the team’s progress 
and is keeping his fingers crossed that the inexperience 
will evaporate once his youngsters enter regular season 
action. 

Last Saturday, for instance, the Brownies scrimmag¬ 
ed a huge Minnechaug side in Wilbraham. This was the 
same Minnechaug which the locals blitzed 28-6 in last 
season’s opener. 

Agawam’s victory, by the way, shattered the Falcons 
20-game unbeaten skein. Michalak was impressed by the 
overall improvement of his offense, espcially in the 
absence of starting quarterback Scott Negrucci. 

Youngsters John Darnell and sophomore Steve 
Young directed the .Brownie attack which highlighted 
the gifted talents of senior tailback David Stuart. 

The mighty-mite Stuart exploded for a 60 yard dash 
to the end zone for Agawam’s lone points in a four 
touchdown to one defeat. 

“It’s tough to use a scrimmage as a measure when 
discussing the final score. The offense didn’t look bad 
but still has a long way to go,’’ analyzed Michalak. 

Michalak still remained unimpressed with the 
defense, especially in the tackling department as several 
Falcon ballcarriers were allowed to escape by a lack of 
hitting. 

Michalak praised the effort of senior defensive end 
Glen Geddis, one of the three returners with game ex¬ 
perience. Falcon runners had trouble manucvering 
around the Geddis-guarded corner during the majority 
of the morning exhibition activity. 

One item remains constant after the squad’s second 
scrimmage: the Brownies may be in trouble unless new 
personnel can glue things together in the first game or 
two. That has Michalak worried. 

“This is still a learning experience for many of the 
kids. I think once we get a few games under our belt we 
will win our share and do just fine,” he remarked. 

Michalak is expecting the return of Negrucci for a 
third scrimmage in Palmer on Friday, September 19. 
Also expected to return from the injured list are first 
year linemen Steve Grassetti and Dave Smith, both of 
whom may be key cogs in the trenches this season. 

Michalak is also banking that several off-field 
troubles now plaguing his running backs will soon 
unravel. Agawam’s movement of the ball and ability to 
keep opposing attacks on the sidelines will go a long way, 
in deciding their 1980 fate.
